One 
hundred and eighty-seven members of the 
present House were re-elected (oue of 
whom has since died, leaving a vacancy), 
and all but one or two are on record as 
having favored or opposed the Morrison 
bill. Starting with this record as a basis, 
we determined, II possible, to ascertain 
the general position of the new Houso on 
the tariff by sending letters of inquiry to 
each of the 1J8 new members-elect.

It 
was represented that the different rail- 
ways centering In Deoatnr would do the 
square thing in tbe matter oC low freight 
rates, and also that the county board 
would undoubtedly adopt the proposition 
to vote an appropriation of S\000, to be 
used in making needful permanent im- 
provements at the grounds. 


Senator Rogers made an enthusiastic 


speech in favor of locating the fair at 
D oatnr.and stated that the city's obanoss 
were excellent, provided, of course, that 
Chicago is not a bidder. The Senator 
has been doing all he could at Springfield 
to work up a boom for Deoatur, and he 
has assurances from influential members 
o' the state board of agriculture, some of 
whom are members of the senate, that 
they will vote for Deoatur on Tuesday. 
Mr. Kogers has been doing a little figur- 
ing, and finds that the railroads centering 
in Decatnr pass through no lees than 27 
county seats, a fact that no other compet- 
ing point can boast of. This fact ought 
to have some weight with the state board. 


After a general talk, the following com- 


mittees were appointed: 


A. T. Hill, B. R Montgomery, Milton 


Johnson, Frank W. Hainee, D. A. Mafflt, 
Arthur E Kinney and D. W Brennemau, 
whose duty it is to solicit signers to the 
bond of $15,000 required by the state 
board that the fair grounds will be prop- 
erly equipped for the state show, if locat- 
ed here. 


The following gentlemen were appoint- 


ed to go to Springfield on Tuesday, file 
the bond with the state board and urge 
the claims of Deoatur: Wm. Voorhies, O. 
F. Spanlding, Volney Barber, Dr. J. L. 
Connelly, J. R Race, Senator Rogers, B. 
Z, Taylor, D. W. Brenneman, John G. 
Imboden, Frank W. Hnines, W. B. Cham- 
bers and Albert Morgan. To this com- 
mittee of 12 will be added 15 or more 
citizens, who will be selected by the bond 
committee. 


With the filing of the $15,000 bond 


Deoatur will have done all it is possible 
for her to do, and the decision between 
the competing points, Decatur, Spring- 
field, Peoria and possibly Chicago, will 
be left with tbe state board. The com- 
mittee that will represent Decatur at the 
state board meeting to-morrow will have 
to got in their bet>t licks aud do some 
pretty fine work if they would have Deca- 
tnr get away with Chicago and Peoria. 
Two years ago Decatur came within one 
vote of capturing the prize, but when 
Peoria saw she couldn't get it, she threw 
her influence to Chicago, and we lost it. 
Decatur has been assured all along for 
several weeks that our chances are good, 
better than two years ngo. The vote to- 
morrow will test 
thn .iiioenty of the 


promises.
